The Authority acknowledges with thanks receipt of your letter on the above 
subject matter, dated 21* February 2023. The Authority has addressed the Gaps 


identified as hereunder; 
1. Clarification as to why D1 did not go to the hospital or police authorities 


immediately after the shooting but instead went to Oletepesi farm; 
The area is vast and the nearest medical facility is at Oletepesi, The nearest 
police stations are Magadi and Kiserian Di states that he was terrified, 
confused and feared that he was being pursued, he sought advice from D2 
who told him to seek refuge at Oletepesi farm. 

2. Clarification on the time of death given in relation to the account narrated by 

D13(DCIO Kiserian) regarding the status of the deceased body; 
The government Pathologist Dr. Johansen Oduor has clarified in his further 
report attached as Exhibit Ci(iv)-(v) that it is difficult to ascertain the time 
Of death or if the deceased died immediately or survived for some time after 
he sustained the injuries. D13's evidence is therefore unreliable as he cannot 
give an opinion as to the time of death since he is not an expert in the 
medical field. 

3. Clarification on blood spatter patterns in the car in regard to the deceased 
sitting position, the effect of his fastened seat belt the nature of injuries he 
sustained the shape and the size of blood droplets and the impact of the 
blood spatter; 

A blood forensic expert visited the location of the vehicle and conducted an 
analysis on the blood spatter and made a report (see C11)

The CCTV footage of the period between 20" October 2022 and 31% October 
2022 was extracted by D2 before it was overwritten. This was handed over to 
the investigators and upon review, The deceased is seen leaving the house on 
22™ October 2022 at around 2102hours together with D1 boarded Vehicle 
Reg Number KDG 200M at the basement parking at around 2106hours and 
left the gate at around 2107hours; ' 

8. A statement from the caretaker or the property management firm in regards 
to who owns the house that the deceased resided in and who was the 
registered tenant if any at the time of the incident; 
The house where the deceased resided belongs to D2 who was hosting him. 
See B20 (Lease hold Title no 230510) 

9. The phones of all the five suspects, DL, D2 and D14 should be subjected to 
forensic analysis an d reports generated, [POA should get data from the 


respective service providers; 


There is subscriber data for all the suspect officers D1, and D2. The phones of 
E2. E3. E4 and E5 were sized, analyzed and the resultant report is attached.

13. There is need to submit the map of the Ammodump Ranch owned by D2 and 
D3 including property licenses, authorized activities, and ownership. What is 
the size of Ammodump in acreage? 

The Title deeds for the Ammodump Ranch Kajtado/Kilonito/354 and 
Kajiado/Kilonito/83 have been obtained and attached.(See B21 and 
B22). The approved activities are yet to be provided by the relevant- 
agencies. See J 20 & J23 

14. Information as to whether law enforcement officers train at the Ammodump 
shooting range? Which group of officers usually train in the said camp and 
authorization provided by the relevant agencies; ; 
According to D2 and D14 Kenyan police officers from the specialized units 
train at Ammodump, a letter was written to the IG of Police for clarification. 
(See J 21). The letter is yet to be replied. 

15. What is the immigration status of Di, D2 and D3? There is need to get 
accurate information from the Director Immigration services. 

D1 and D2 are Pakistan Nationals with permanent residence status in the 


Republic of Kenya. D3 is a Kenyan citizen. (See B21).

The Independent Policing Oversight Authority (IPOA) is a State Agency established 
under the Independent Policing Oversight Authority (IPOA) Act, No. 35 of 2011 
with powers to investigate complaints against police. 


The Authority acknowledges with thanks receipt of your letter on the above 
subject matter, dated 27% March 2023. The Authority has addressed the five 
outstanding Gaps identified as hereunder; 

1. Establish if any of the suspect's vehicles had a car tracking system 


and the movements of the cars that day; 

The Authority has obtained vehicle tracking data for motor vehicle Reg No 
GKB 626 Y which was being used by the suspects during the time of the 
incident (See B29). On the date of the incident the data shows that the 
vehicle moved but within the Magadi GSU general area including the scene of 
the incident. The vehicle never moved to Ammodump Camp. 

2. There is need to submit the map of the Ammodump Ranch owned by 
D2 and D3 including property licenses, authorized activities, and 
ownership.

The Title deeds for the Ammodump Ranch Kajiado/Kilonito/354 and 
Kajiado/Kilonito/83 have been obtained and attached. (See B21 and 
B22). The approved activities and relevant licenses are as contained in B 28. 

3. Information as to whether law enforcement officers train at the 
Ammodump shooting range? Which group of officers usually train in 
the said camp and authorization provided by the relevant agencies; 
According to D2 and D14 Kenyan police officers from the specialized units 
train at Ammodump, The US Embassy has confirmed that they conducted 
multiple training courses for Kenyan Police officers in October 2022. (See

327), a similar letter was written to the IG of Police for clarification. (See J 
21). The letter is yet to be replied. 

4. Clarification on the make data and presence of deceased digital 

devices at the time of the incident, where are the devices now and 
any data extracted? Was geo location and subscription data 
requested from mobile subscriber by IPOA? 
Investigations established that D2 had handed over the deceased iPhone and 
IPAD to officers from the National Intelligence Service. The Authority wrote to 
the NIS and the Exhibits were handed over to IPOA. The same have since 
been forwarded to Cybercrime for analysis. (See Exhibit Memo B 28). 
However, the devices have not been analyzed since the software licenses 
have expired. 

5. The mobile data of the Airtel number which was being used by the 
deceased has been obtained (See C 5x). 

Analysis of the data reveals that on that fateful day, no signals were realized 
owing to the fact that Airtel has no coverage within that area of incident.
